The anaesthetic was administered 
about 10:30 o'clock, and the operation 
proceeded with swiftness. Assisting 
Moore was Dr, J. 8S. Clifford. They 
laid open a space of two inches or 
more along each side of the backbone 
and began the probe for the bullet. 

Owing to the nature of the wound 
and the delicate nerves around which 
they worked, more than extreme cau- 
tion had to be used. The condition of 
the wounded man was so good that at 
no time during the five hours which 
the operation lasted was it likely to 
become necessary to stop it.

A Proclamation 


Submitting a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Georgia, to be 
voted on at the general state election to be 
held on Wednesday, October 1912, said 
amendment relating to the common schools. 

By his excellency, Joseph M. Brown, Gov- 
ernor. 


State of Georgia, 
Executive Department, 
Atlanta, July 2, 1912. 

Whereas, the General Assembly at its ses- 
Sion in 1911 propesed an amendment to the 
Constitution of this State as set forth in an 
Act approved August 17, 1911; to wit: 

An Act to amend Articie Vill, Section 1, 
Paragraph 1, of the Constitution of this 
State, by striking therefrom the words, ‘“‘in 
the elementary branches of an English edu- 
cation only’’ in lines two and three; so 
that when 60 amended the eaid Article, 
Section and i’aragrapn shali read as follows, 
to wit: There shall be a thorough system of 
common scnhuvis tor the education of the enil- 
dren, as nearly uniturm as practicable, the 
experse of which shall be provided for by 
taxation, or otherwise. ‘The schools shal] ba 
free to all children of the State, Dut separate 
Schools shall be provided for the white and 
colored races, 

Section 1, Be it enacted by the Genera} 
Assembly of the State of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
That Article VIII, Section 1, Paragraph 1, 
of the Constitution of this State be, and tne 
same is, hereby amended by striking there- 
from the words ‘in the elementary branches 
of the English education only’’ in Hnes two 
and three; that when so amended the said 
Article, Seciion and Paragraph shal) read as 
follows, to wit: There ehall be a thorough 
sysiem of commen schouls the education 
of the children, as. nearly uniform as prac- 
ticable, the expense of which sbal!

District 
in this State for a period of two months next 
preceding the time vf holding the next gen- 
eral election. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by authority 
aforesaid, That the above proposed amend- 
ment shall be submitted for ratification or 
rejection to the electors of this Stat® at the 
next general election to be held after pub- 
lication as provided in the second Section of 
this Act, in the several election districts of 
this State, at which election every person 
shall be qualified to vote who is entitled to 
vote for members of the General Assembly. 
All persons voting at said election in favor 
of adopting this proposed amendment to the 
Constitution shall have written or printed on 
their ballots the words ‘‘For amendment of 
Constitution allowing a thorough system of 
common schools tor the education of chil- 
dren."’ And all persons opposed to the adop- 
tion of said amendment shall have written or 
printed on their ballots the words ‘Against 
amendment of Constitution allowing a thor- 
ough system of common- schools for the edu- 
cation .of children.’’ 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted by the ay- 
thority aforesaid. That the Governor be and 
he is hereby authorized and directed to pro- 
vide for the submission of the amendment 
proposed in this Act to a vote of the people, 
recAiired by the Constitution of this State 
Article 13, Section 1, Paragraph 1, and if
